HON. W. CJEPADW! 


The Well Known Indiana Capitalist and 
Philanthropist Stricken With 
Apoplexy at Chicago—His 
Remarkable Life. 


CmoAoo, May 5.—Washington 
C. 
DePauw, the capitalist, whose gifts to 
the university at Greencastle, Ind., bear- 
ing his name, aggregate 
$1,000,000, 
was stricken with apoplexy last night, 
at Dearborn station. 
He was uncon- 
scious, and the physicians are unable 
to p r ^ c t the outcome. 
The stroke 
came just as Mr. DePauw was entering 
a passenger coach in tbe depot. 
He 
waa 
accompanied by his son, and waa about 
to return to his home at New Albany, 
Ind. 


Next to William H. English, with 
whom he is associated in many enterpri- 
ses, Mr. DePauw is the wealthiest man 
in Indiana. 
His chief interest has been 
in the American Plate-glass company, of 
which corpora+:ion he is president. 


NEW AIIBANT, May 5.—A dispatch re- 
ceived at 12:45 last night states that W. 
C. DePauw, of this city is dying, at 
Chicago, of apoplexy. 


Washington Charles DePauw, of New 
Albany, was bom at Salem, Washing- 
ton county, Ind., January 4. 1822. 
He 
was the son of Gen. John DePauw, of 
Kentucky, who came to Washington 
county early in the century. 
At the age 
of sixteen W, C. DePauw was thrown 
out upon his own resources by the death 
of bin father. 
He had only a meagre 
education, having had as a boy to earn 
his own living. 
When twenty-one years 
of age he was elected clerk of Washing- 
ton county. 


He next went into the saw mill busi- 
ness, and later combined with it bank- 
ing, farming pursuits and merchandiz- 
ing on a large scale. 
He was govern- 
ment supply agent during the war and 
added millions to his enormous riches. 
He was then a resident of New Albany^and 
since has invested a large portion of his 
wealth in encouraging manufactories in 
that city, his greatest enterprise being 
the plate-glass works, which have a na- 
tional reputation. 
He has always been 
a 
successful 
man, 
and 
was 
as 
prominent 
in 
the 
religions 
and 
educational 
worlds 
as 
be 
wa» 
as capitalist and 
financier. 
In 
these 
spheres he manifested his philanthropic 
disposition, making for many years large 
donations of money from time to time to 
the Methodist chnrch and Methodist 
schools.

Aocarding to the code of Abelard the 
convent was divided into six functions, 
all alike subject to the direction of the 
abbess. 
Tlie sacristan was responsible 
for the convent treasury; she kept the 
keys, and had the care of the church 
|>Iateaiid sacred vessels; and it washer 
duty to set the virgin sisters to prepare 
the wafers for the host, which must not 
be made by widows. 
The chantress 
taught singing and reading, had care of 
the choir and of the library, to which 
ahe was expected to add by copying and 
illuminatin«? manuscripts. 
The head of 
the infirmary had charge of the sick. 


Another sister was mi.stress of the 
wardrobe and responsible not only for all 
the spinning, weaving and sewing neces- 
sary for the event, but also for the tan- 
ning and cobbling. 
The ceUaier had in 
her charge the wines for the altar and the 
sick, the ijrovisions of the table and the 
management of whatever tlie convent 
possessed in orchards and garden land, 
flocks and herds and hives, trout streams 
and miUs. 
Lastly, the doorkeej>er, who 
was especially chosen for courteous man- 
ners, judgment and trustworthiness, was 
responsible for the keeping of the gate, 
the entertainment of guests and the dis- 
tribution of hospitality. 


Life in the convent was not hard, but 
monotonous, eventless beyond description 
—a perpetual alternation of broken sleep, 
repeated tasks and prayer. In the middle 
of the night the sisters rose for matins 
and, the ofHce over, ti'ooped back through 
the darkness to the dormitory. 
There 
they slept tUl lauds, which were sung at 
the break of day. In summer, when 
lauds were early, the sisters slept again 
till prime. At prime they left the dormi- 
tory, having fo-st washed their hands, 
and taking their books, repaired to the 
cloister to read and sing until the office 
should begin. 


Servic-e over, they all assembled in the 
chapter house, where a lesson out of the 
Martyrology was read to them and ex- 
poimded. 
On leaving the chapter each 
nun -was sent to fulfill her allotted task— 
singing or se%ving, nursing or baking— 
until the hour of tierce, when mass was 
said. 
They then resumed their work till 
noon, the sixth hour, which was the con- 
vent dimier time, except on fast days, 
when it was postponed till nones, or in 
Lent, wlien nothing was eaten till after 
vespers at 4. 


The convent fare was simple and spare, 
save for the sick. 
No wine, stale bread 
of coavse flom-, roots and greens and, at 
discretion of the abbess, a poi-tion of un- 
flavored meat on Tuesdays. ThiuBday» 
and Sundays. Fi'oni the autumn equinox 
tiU Easter, ou acconnt of the shortness of 
the days, this one meal wais considered 
sufficient for all save the infirm.—Fort- 
nightly Review. 


The Wives of the Shah. 


But one form of divei^ion is forbidden 
the royal ladies; I refer to their inter- 
views with tlie court ])hysiciHns. 
Next 
to the sacred luxury of a confidential 
talk witii a father conles-;or of a favored 
pastor, there is scarce ajiy solace which 
possesses huch attraciions for the average 
woman as a sympathetie recital of her 
troubles and ailments to a trusted family 
physician. 
But neither one nor the other 
is allowed to see the wives of the shah. 
No priest nor doctor can receive from 
them the soothing confession of sorrows 
and sins or the narrative of aches and 
pains. 


Of course if she is ill then a wife of the 
shah receives medical attention. 
But the 
physician niay not obtain even a sight of' 
her face. 
Beliind a curtain, sun-ounded 
by her attendants, she responds to his 
questions: in extreme need slie may show 
her tongin>. but no other ])art of her 
features. 
Nor is the intorvio^v altogether 
attractive t<> tlie physician, especially if 
he be a native, for ho must necessanly 
be extremely guarded in his language, 
and if the patietit dit« it may go hard 
with the doctor. 
He does not venture to 
prepare or furnish the drugs himself, and 
the me<liciiies he i>i-escriV>es must be com- 
pounded by servants of 1 ho ]»aliice, to in- 
sure against danger of iKjisoiiing, as well 
as to protect the }>raclitioner from sus- 
picion. 


The Euro]>ean physicians practicing at 
the court of the shah exer<-ise somewhat 
greater lil>erty in the matter of <lrugs and 
prescriptions, but even thej" are obliged 
to proceed with great caution, and never 
att^ompt any serious surgical operation» 
when the patient is a Mussulman.—S. 
W. G. Benjamin in New York 8fnr.

Dnring the laut year tbo church lost 
wenty-oight ministers, among them 
iomo of its most active, zealous and 
earned advocates, prominent in tho liat 
jeing tho late lamented Dr. Bihler, of 
Fort Wayne. Tha saddest mid most re- 
fretted of all was to come in tho antici- 
pated death of Rov. Die. Wolther, of St.
